WINDSOR, Jan. 29.—King| 


George V was buried beside 
the bodies of his father and 
other British sovereigns Tues- 
day in the vaults under the 
chapel of the 1,000-year-old 
Windsor Castle. He was laid 
to rest after a simple service 
—in contrast to the pageant- 
ry of a great funeral proces- 
sion which brought his body 
here from Westminster Hall, 
London. 


The mighty of Europe walked 
behind his coffin, borne through 
massed hundreds of thousands. 
The whole Empire wag stilled in 
final tribute. A two-minute sil- 
ence was observed and millions 
followed the broadcasts of the 
services. 

Before he was lowered into the 
vault the symbols of his kingship 
—the crown, sceptre and orb—were 
removed from the coffin. 


COMMITTED SOUL TO GOD 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
committed King George’s soul to 
God, his. body to eternal peace. 
Then King Edward VIII, his son 
and successor, sprinkled earth 
from a silver urn on the coffin as 
it was lowered into the crypt. 

Then the new King stepped back 
and turned to the Queen Mother 
Mary and took her arm. 

A glezm of sunshine flashed 
St. George's chapel and 
touched the diamonds of the royal 
crown where it rested in the nava. 
Slowly the King and the Queen 
Mother walked away. 

FIVE FOREIGN KINGS 

Five foreign kings, the president 
of France, and a’ host of princes 
and other notables bowed their 
heads before the coffin. They 
walked’ in two processions, from 
Westminster Hall, London, to Pad- 
dington station and again from the 
station here to the chapel.

The perfect crime rapidly disin- | 
tegrated. From the glasses the 
connection of Leopold with the 
crime was soon established, Loeb | 
was speedily ,entrapped also. | 

Then came their trial, They! 
pleaded guilty, admitting the brutal 
crime was a “thrill slaying.” In| 
extenuation, they contended an/ 
“irresistable impulse” led them to 
its perpetration. 

They were both sentenced to life 
imprisonment and a term of 99 
years to insure they never would 
leave the prison walls alive. 

Sons of wealthy and respected 
Chicago families, the two young 
men had exceptional educational 
advantages. Before the Franks 
murder, Leopold already had won 
note as an ornithologist, and Loeb 
was regarded as marked for a suc- 
cessful legal career,

IS OUTLINED | 
~ BY PREMIER 


Six Main Features of Leg- 
islation Are Dealt 
With 
Aim of the proposed new school 
bill is to provide the best possible 
education for the welfare of the 
Alberta boys and girls, declared 
Premier William Aberhart on Wed- 
nesday, when asked to comment on 

features of the bill. 

“This proposed bill,” he said, “is 
practically the only way in which 
the new curriculum adequate for 
today’s needs for rural students can 
be provided. The whole bill is a 
rural improvement education bill 
and is neither pro-teacher nor anti- 
trustee,” 

There were six main features of 
the bill, he said 

It would aim to eliminate clos- 
ing of schools and shortening of 
the schoo] year; would eliminate 
pocrer equipment in many rural 
schools; it would eliminate un- 
necessary local and provincial 
expenses of auditors and secret- 
ary-treasurers; it would remove 
the lack of adequate supervision 
of teachers; would decrease high 
school fees and would provide 
secondary education in places 
where it would not otherwise be 
availabie. 

“The government,” he said, “feels 
that these worthwhile objects can 


be achieved without adding to the) 


total cost of education.”

“The best laid schemes,” etc. Moving the 
beginning of the license year ahead three 
months looked like a boon to the motorist 
against which no objection could be raised from 
his point of view. He is to get fifteen months’ 
right to use the highways for the price of 
twelve. 

But the U.F.A. convention enters a protest, 
A reduction of 20 per cent has been allowed in 
the license fee after three months of the year 
had passed. The driver who left his car in the 
garage until the first of April could get his 
license for four-fifths of the cost in January. 

Three months from the beginning of the new 
license year will make the discount date July 
Ist., and to get the discount the car must be 
stalled for the first three months of the summer 
season. Hence the protest, and the plea for a 
compensating amendment to the regulations. 

The easiest and fairest way to do the amend- 
ing is to cut license fees horizontally by 20 per 
cent. They are too high anyway, though the 
U.F.A. Government could never be got to admit 
the fact. ; 

SUNDAY IN ALBERTA 

We continue to make precedents in Alberta. 

By example, the highest authority in the 
province has shown it to be allowable for any 
person to address a public meeting or go on the 
air on Sunday to boost a circulation campaign 
of a newspaper. 

And equally in order to take the same means 
to promote the sale of stock in a joint-stock 
company. 

These are notable departures from estab- 
lished custom in Canada, where it has been the 
accepted principle that every one should cease 
from business on the Day of Rest. 

But they are authorized, countenanced, coun- 
selled and encouraged by those whose business 
it is to enforce the law of the land, give leader- 
ship in maintaining wholesome social conditions, 
and set an example in respect for things sacred. 

As thus officially proclaimed and practised 
it is now legal and proper for Albertans to: 


Hold political meetings on Sunday and 
broadcast the proceedings; 
Hold circulation campaign meetings on 


Sunday and broadcast the proceedings; 
Hold stock-selling campaign meetings on 
Sunday and broadcast the proceedings. 
Alberians are instructed by precept and 
practice that these are fit and appropriate ways 
in which they can “Remember the Sabbath Day, 
to keep it holy.” 


BUSINESS PLEASE 
Alderman Gould would have council forbid 
the heads of civic departments to give out any 
information to the newspapers; reserving this 
privilege to the commissioners. 

The idea is that there is something danger- 
ous in allowing the head of the street railway 
to tell the papers how much money his depart- 
ment has made or Jost in a month before this 
has been formally communicated to the com- 
missioners in an official report. Or something 
of a lack of deference to the commissioners’ 
dignity when the head of the waterworks de- 
partment tells the papers that frost has “busted”

These sums are equal to the average monthly 
relief costs of the cities during 1935. 

The Mayors asked that the cities be given 
80 per cent of actual costs for the year, instead 
of the promised 70 per cent. The 70 per cent 
rule, it is assumed, will hold for the remaining 
eight months of the year. The cities will benefit 
by whatever amount the lump sums exceed 70 
per cent of the actual monthly costs during the 
four months named. 

Hitherto Calgary has been given $60,000 
for relief per month, Edmonton $47,500. Calgary 
will gain $80,000 over the four month period; 
Edmonton $50,000. 

They are also to receive the $3000 each 
of them has hitherto received per year as com- 
pensation for the service tax taken from them 
some years ago. 

Since the cities were long ago given to un- 
derstand they would lose the $30,000 a year 
grants, continuance of these grants is a wind- 
fall, unlooked-for but none the less welcome 
on that account. 

Adding this continued $30,000 grant to the 
increase in Jump sum contributions over the 
four months, Edmonton's position is bettered by 
these concessions to the amount of $80,000; 
Calgary's position to the amount of $110,000. 

The cities are to be congratulated on the 
unexpected good fortune that has come to them, 
and on the more liberal attitude shown by the 
Government toward their requirements; and 
the Mayors on the success of their negotiations.

The Passing Show

Looking up the careers of Edward the 
Lighth's prior namesakes, to see what manner of 
men they were, and what mark they left on 
British history, one feels the truth of the words 


| Shakespeare put in the mouth of another British 


King: 
“Uneasy rests the head 
that wears a crown.” 
The first Edward had a 


long and glorious rule of 35 
years. He called the Model 
Parliament and improved the 
legal system of England. But 
he had been a prisoner of the 
barons, a fugitive and a cru- 
sader before he became king, 
and at the time of his death 
he was marching with an 
army to quell a rising in

Scotland. 
Edward II, the first Prince of Waies, was 

murdered in Berkeley Castle after first being 


deposed and made prisoner. His reign of 20 
years was marked by the dominance of favors 
ites and the revolts of his nobles. 


Edward III had first to put an end to the 
usurped authority of his mother. His fifty 
years of rule was marked by wars and victories. 
He was predeceased by his eldest and famous 
son, the Black Prince. 

Edward IV died in his bed at the age cf 41 
afier a rule marked by wars against the Lan- 
castrians, desertion by his uncle the Earl of 
Warwick, and a flight from England to save 
his liberty, if not his life. 

Edward V, king at 13, was imprisoned with 
his younger brother in the Tower of London 
and foully murdered. 

Edward VI, son of Henry VIII and Jane Sey- 
mour, became king before he was ten years of 
age. He was sickly, inheriting the disease of his 
father before ever he inherited his throne. He 
died before he reached his sixteenth birthday. 

Three hundred and fifty years passed before 
another Edward came to the throne of Great 
Britain. The lot of the English King had be- 
come easier by then. Indeed, Edward the 
Seventh had lived sixty years before he was 
called to the throne. He reigned for nearly ten 
years, secure in the affections of his people. 

It ean be said without fulsomeness that no 
British Edward ever came to the throne under 
more hopeful auguries than does Edward the 
Eighth. 


This enhanced security and affection that the 
British throne enjoys, is not common to all 
other monarchies. 

When King Edward Seventh died, eight 
European monarchs attended his funeral—the 
Kings of Norway, Greece, Germany, Spain, 
Bulgaria, Denmark, Portugal and Belgium. Of 
these, only one—King Haakon of Norway still 
reigns. 

Not all of the others lost their thrones. Al- 
bert of Belgium and Frederick the Eighth of 
Denmark died amid the mourning of their 
people. But the other. five have been driven 
from their thrones. 

George, King of Greece, was assassinated in 
1913. 

Manuel of Portugal, fled his country after a 
revolution in 1912. He died in exile in Eng- 
land. 

Ferdinand of Bulgaria, abdicated in 1918. 

Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany is in exile. 

Alfonso of Spain is in exile. 

The king business in the twentieth century 
might well be listed among the extra hazardous 
occupations. 


Many stories are being told of the human 
kindliness of the late King George—of how he 
was “the squire” to his people at Sandringham, 
and “the laird” at Balmoral. But the best of 
them comes from London and tells of the time 
a tipsy tailor rode down the Mall in the royal 
limousine with King George and Queen Mary, 

It happened in 1919, when the Great 
War Veterans were coming home. A sailor, 
very much “under the weather,” jumped 
on the running board of the King’s car and 
insisted on shaking hands with His Majesty. 
An equerry, horrified, tried to push him 
off, but the sailor stuck to his guns. 

“I've fought for him and I'm going to 
ride with him,” he announced so that all 
could hear. 

Suddenly a gloved hand opened the 
door and the King’s husky voice said, “Come 
on in.” 

Soon the sailor was sitting at Their 
Majesties’ feet. King George had a good 
time on that ride down the Mall, asking 
questions and watching the sailor's effort 
fo reply. The unexpected rider got out at 
Trafalgar Square and took off his hat as 
the royal car rolled away. 

“Fine chap,” was all he said. 

Customs have become more human with the 
Navy boys since the days of Lieut. Bligh and 
the mutiny on the Bounty. 

It has been announced by Premier T. D. 
Pattullo at Victoria that the opening of the 
B. C. Legislature this year, will be without the 
customary pomp and color. There will be no 
guards, no artillery, no gun-fire salutes, no 
naval and military uniforms and no Windsor 
costumes. There will be no formal receptions 
or social functions, The House—which will 
open on Feb, 25, nearly three weeks after the 
Alberta House—-will proceed to business with- 
out any military flummery. The omission of 
the pomp is out of respect for the memory of 
King George. 

A delegation which waited upon Premier 
Aberhart with a request that the guns and 
shots, the horse guards and the guard of honor, 
be omitted from the opening ceremonies in 
Edmonton on Feb. 6, has had its request re- 
fused. 

The request was made on the ground that 
one with politico-religio tenets of the Premier 
should not countenance military pomp. With 
this view the Premier has disagreed. 

If the delegation should renew its request 
on the ground of respect to his late Majesty, 
and urge the British Columbia example, it 
would be difficult to refuse consent.

At first glance, it appears that everyone 
would automatically want to be well, and would 
want to admit that he is well, but psycholo- 
gists are well aware that in many instances, a 
patient may have a strong unconscious wish 
not to be well, and may really fight against 
a cure. Perhaps such a pa- 
tient has found it easier to 
take flight into disease than 
to keep on with a struggle 
which is too much for him— 
perhaps the attention gained 
by being sick may provide a 
source of satisfaction to the 
ego. 

In the entire realm of psy- 
chology, there is no discov- 


ae 


Dr. F. McCoy ¢tY more important than the 
discovery that in certain situ- 
ations, human beings may wish for dis- 


ease. That wish may be strong enough to pro- 
duce symptoms which closely resemble those 
symptoms due to actual physical disability. It 
is important to understand that the patient who 
is doing the wishing does not in the least un- 
derstand what he is doing. He is totally un- 
aware of the fact that his symptoms are the 
result of a strong emotion which has been sup- 
pressed and which then expresses itself in a 
substitute form. The expression takes the form 
of disease symptoms, and in the unconscious 
mind of the patient, there exists a wish to re- 
main sick—there is no desire to admit that he 
is well. 

Perhaps a simple illustration will help you 
to understand this more clearly; think back to 
the last time you had an appointment you did 
not wish to keep, an engagement which was 
disagreeable for one reason or another. On 
occasion such as this, it is very easy for you 
to develop a severe headache, which will pro- 
vide you with an excuse not to keep that ap- 
pointment. The headache is convenient in that 
it provides a way to escape an unpleasant ob- 
ligation. In such an instance as I have just de- 
scribed, there is a deep unconscious wish to be 
ill and when this wish is strong enough, the 
illness will appear. The whole thing is worked 
out in the unconscious. Now, let me give you 
another illustration. Suppose you come home | 
tired from work—you have a slight headache | 
and are thinking longingly of going to bed when 
the telephone rings, bringing you an invitation 
to spend the evening in a way that seems pleas- | 
ant. Your tired sensation will disappear like 
magic and you will have no trace of a head- 
ache. The tiredness and the headache vanished 


as soon as there was a strong desire to be well. 
There was a very strong wish to be well, and 
the state of your health conformed to that wish. 


In the first example I gave you, where the 
desire not to keep an engagement produced a 
headache, the discomfort resulting was only 
temporary in nature, yet there is reason to be- 
lieve that something of the same process may 
operate in causing chronic disease, where the 
patient is incapacitated over a considerable 
length of time. The patient becomes an invalid 
chiefly because there exists in the unconscious, 
this strong desire to remain sick. That desire 
will not come to the surface of the conscious 
mind—it will be hidden from the patient as 
well as from everyone else. And, as long as that 
desire remeins, the patient will show consider- 
able active resistance to measures which would 
bring about a return of health. He is reluctant 
to recover. While the patient complains of his 
trouble, he is at the seme time opposed to any 
treatment which would bring relief. This op- 
position and reluctance may show itself very 
clearly in the way that the patient resists the 
idea of admitting that he is well. He refuses to 
admit that he is well now, or that he ever will 
become well. After the patient is helped enough 
through treatment, so that a return to good 
health may be logically expected, he will cling 
to the idea that good health is impossible. He 
can be well in every way, and still not be will- 
ing to admit that he is well.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1835 the 
Church of England at Quebec de- 
cided to appoint a chaplain to the 
quarantine station at Grosse Isle 


and the Rev. Robert Knight was 
appointed to that post. Th's is 
historically valuable as the first 
attempt by the Protestants to 
minister to the sick at the quar- 
antine station which was entirely 
an evolution of British rule, In 
fact it is just a century this year 
since the first money was voted 
by the Assembly of Lower Can- 
ada to buy the property which 
has ever since been the quaran- 
tine station at Grosse Isle, 33 
miles below Quebec city. While 
it was not until 1832 that the 
quarantine station was estab- 
lished there had been attempts to 
prevent the

first cases of typhus came from

In any case the railways them- 
selves will remain an inescapable 
fact. They will remain, and they 
should derive the’ sort of incentive 
for further development which 
competition provides, for Canada 
has not yet passed out of the pio- 
neer stage. Above all, the cost of 
railway operations has been given 
an absurd emphasis, in relation to 
other commitments of this country, 
by those who would profit by the 
panic of the gullible; the railways 
are needed for the development of 
our national resources and for the 
production of wealth which, though 
it helps only indirectly to pay divi- 
dends to investors in Canadian Pa- 
cific stock, improves the condition 
of Canadian citizens. 

The issues, perhaps, are clearer 
now than they were in 1931 and 
1932, but the battle for the reten- 
tlon of those physical properties so 
essential to our national life was 
fought then and is being fought 
now. Sir Henry Thornton engaged 
in that battle; he limped out of it, 
unhorsed, bewildered and unstrung.

The reason 
for this lies in the fact that there 
are no bacteria of decomposition 
there, because it is too cold for them 
to live. The result is that dead forms 
which escape being eaten by other 
living things in the ocean are “pick- 
led” in this great cold-storage plant of 
Nature. Sooner or later, even the | 
pickled fish are eaten, usually. A few 
may remain in the deposits of the 
ocean bottom and form fossils for |

Motion to Refer Question 
to Finance Committee to, 
Probe Reasons Defeated 
by City Council 


Dissatisfied with the provin- | 
cial government's action in grant- | 
ing Edmonton $60,000 a month 
toward relief costs when Calgary 
was being given $80000, Ald. J. 
W. Fry moved at Monday night's 
council meeting that this question 
be referred to the finance com- 
mittee with instructions to probe 
reasons for the difference in 
contributions to both cities. This 
motion was defeated, however. 

After a lengthy discussion on 

this point, council filed the report 
submitted by Mayor Jos. A. Clarke, 
K.C.,. which covered negotiations 
between commissioners and Pre- 
mier Wm. Aberhart which finally 
led to the granting of amounts 
mentioned above. 


FRY OPENS DISCUSSION 

Ald. J. W. Fry opened discussion 
on this question when he proposed 
that the finance committee be in- 
structed to investigate relief num- 
bers and costs for Edmonton and 
Calgary in connection with the 
difference in the province's con- 
tribution to the two cities. 

Commissioners had already made 
strong representations to the gov- 
ernment on Edmonton's relief ex- 
penditures, and she did not think 
the finance committee could do 
more, Ald. Margaret Crang re- 
marked. 


SAVES $150,000 
Grant of $60,000 a month towards | 
this city’s relief costs would save} 
taxpayers $150,000 a ycar as com-| 
pared to the former government 
contribution of $47,500, Mayor 
Clarke explained. | 
“Is Edmonton getting the same 
amount per capita on relief as Cal- 
gary?” asked Ald. R. E. Foote. 
The mayor replied that he under- | 
stood ‘that proportionately Edmon- | 
ton was receiving as much as the 
southern city. | 
Edmonton. had originally asked | 
the government for $60,500, and had | 
been given $60,000 a month, Com- 
missioner David Mitchell stated.

Clarke complained that the com- 
mittee was already considering the | 
responsibility for disputed relief | 
cases as between the province, city 
and rural municipalities and yet 
had not been supplied by Edmon- 
ton with necessary relief data. The 
committee was going ahead with its 
work without acquainting the city | 
on its method of procedure, 

The mayor added that the com- 
mittee did not keep the city in- 
formed about its work, the city soli-

Deciding against a proposed 
charter amendment providing for 
equalization of sinking fund pay- 
ments over a 20-year period, city 
cotihcil Monday hight accepted an 
alternative recommendation by 
Commissioner David Mitchell that 
the city seek power to reduce the 
sinking fund levy by $250,000 in 
each of the years 1936, 1937 and 
1938, This reduction would apply 
only to the general debenture debt. 

The next step will be to ask the 
provincial legislature at its forth- 
coming session to ratify this 
recommendation so that Edmon- 
ton’s charter may be amended to 
provide for the cut in the sinking 
fund payments in each of the ycars 


mentioned.

To King George Fifth 
At Memorial Service

6,000 Persons Crowd the 
Prince of Wales Armory 
—Seventy-Minute Guns 
Fired by 92nd Battery, 
C.A. 


Stilling all business, commer- 
cial, social and other activity, 
this city on Tucsday paid homage 
to the memory of King George V 
of glorious memory, with no 
fewer than 6000 persons crowding 
their way into the Prince of 
Wales Armory to attend the joint 
provincial-civic memorial = ser- 
vice held there under the chair- 
manship of His Worship Mayor 
J. A. Clarke, K.C, 


The outpouring of residents to 


this service, the main ceremony of | 


the day here, to observe the fun- 
eral of the late King, far exceeded 
estimates. It had been thought 3000 
would attend. 


Seating accommodation was pro- 


vided for 4500 and every seat was 
taken, while fully 1500 were stand- 


ing. 
At 3 p.m. guns of the 92nd Bat- 
tery, Canadian Artillery, mounted 


in emplacements just to the west 
of the main legislative buiidings, 
commenced firing 70 rounds, one 
round a minute and one for each 
year of the late king's life. As the 


guns boomed a stillness fell over | 


the rest of the city and thoughts 


flew far across the sea to St 
George's chapel, where King 
George now sleeps his last. 

At 1:30 p.m. tribute was paid by

The eulogy for the late King was 
delivered by Premier William 
Aberhart. 

“The departed King died in the 
Lord and is blessed of the Lord 
and is now resting in the Lord,” 
said the premier.. “We all respect- 
ed and loved him 
cious and kind. We all felt that 
gloriously and sincerely he was the 
defender of the faith and we all re- 
cognized the true virtues of a mon- 
arch in him.” 

The premier related how the 
King loved his people and how he 
sought to keep them out of war 
and how he continually sought to 
relieve their pain and suffering. 


LOVED BY WHOLE WORLD 


“We are proud that his manifold 
virtues commanded the love and re- 
spect not only of his subjects, but 
of the whole world,” he said, “for 
in respecting him, they also re- 
speeted us. He was loved by the 
whole world for more than 25 years 
in which he sat on the throne. 

“Our late beloved King was one 
of whom Shakespeare might truly 
have said, ‘his life was gentle and 
the elements were so mixed in hirn 
that nature might well stand up 
and say he was a man’.” 

Prayer for the welfare of King 
Edward VIII and the Queen Mother 
was spoken by the Premier. 

Rt. Rev. Bishop A. E. Burgett of 
the Anglican Diocese of Edmonton 
in his address, spoke specially of 
His Majesty as the defender of the 
faith. He related his devout, re- 
ligious life and recalled how at 
the conclusion of the war, he went 
immediately to St. Paul's cathedral 
and offered thanks for victory and 
likewise how he went to the same 
cathedral and gave thanks for his 
recovery from serious illness seven 
years ago. He put his trust in God 
in both word and action, said 
Bishop Burgett.

Uniform Legislation Being 
Planned in the 
Dominion 


Probability of uniform legisla- 

tion being enacted in all provinces 

| of the dominion governing regu- 

lation and operation of bus and 

truck traffic was indicated on 

Wednesday by Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
minister of public works. 

This legislation will be the out- 
come of the December Dominion- 
Provincial conference at Ottawa 
and of several previous conferen- 
ces on the matter. 

In December, Alberta brought to 
the attention of the conference the 
necessity of greater regulation of 
| bus and truck traffic in view of the 
increasing competition with rail- 
| ways and the less taxes and contri- 
|butions to the public treasury by 
bus and truck companies. 

There are 11 major points to be 
covered in the proposed bill, all of 
which will aim to exercise greater 
control over highways traffic.

SHOWING PROBABLE GAME 

There are two well-known ways of 
showing probable game when respond- 
ing to an informatory double by part- 
ner. The first is when no bid inter- 
venes between the double and the re- 
sponse. To show game expectations 
the response ghould be made one trick 
higher than required to overcall the 
doubled call. When a bid intervenes 
bétween double and response, the fact 
that a response is made shows strong 
game possibilities. If game should be 
made by doubler’s partner, he may bid 
one trick higher than required to 
overcall the intervening bid, as was
